Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  duty  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of 
your  District  for  the  year  1954. 

The  crude  Birth  Rate  for  1954  was  15.6  per  thousand  of 
the  population.  The  corrected  Rate  was  17.7  per  thousand. 
This  compares  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1954  of  15.2  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1953 
were  13.8,  15.7  and  15.5  respectively. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  for  1954  was  13.4  per  thousand  of 
the  population.  The  corrected  Rate  was  9.96  per  thousand. 
This  compares  with  the  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1954  of  11.3  per  thousand.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1953 
were  11.7,  8.9  and  11.4  respectively. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  202,  of  these  46  or  22  per 
cent  died  from  cancer  and  68  or  34  per  cent  from  heart  diseases. 

Seventy-four  per  cent  of  those  dying  were  over  65  years  of 
age  and  forty-six  per  cent  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  only  three  deaths  under  25  years  of  age,  two  of 
these  being  infants  under  1  year.  These  figures  speak  for  them¬ 
selves  as  to  the  health  of  the  child  population. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  excluding 
Tuberculosis,  was  119,  compared  with  475  in  the  previous  year. 
This  drop  is  largely  accounted  for  by  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  since  1954  was  not  an 
epidemic  year. 

This  Report  could  not  have  been  compiled  without  the 
help  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Turner,  and  the  Council’s 
Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  Nicholson,  who  have  provided 
much  of  the  information  it  contains. 

On  March  1st  I  succeeded  as  your  Medical  Officer  in  place 
of  Dr.  John  F.  Macdonald  who  had  served  your  Council  in  that 
capacity  for  40  years.  I  owe  to  him  a  continuing  debt  for  his 
help  and  advice.

There  are  20  distributors  (non-producers)  of  milk  in  the 
district  which  are  supervised  by  the  District  Council. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  centralisation  of  killing  ceased  in  July,  1954  and  there 
were  in  the  District  at  that  time  nine  licensed  slaughterhouses. 

Killing  has  since  regularly  taken  place  in  four  of  these  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  all  carcases  killed  therein  have  been  inspected.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

By  the  end 

of  1954  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  mains 

owned  by  the  District  Council  was  available  to  92*4  per  cent 
of  the  population.  The  figures  for  each  parish  are  set  out  in 
the  table  on  page  19. 

The  supply  is  augmented  from  two  local  works 

Springs  at  Warren  Bottom  and  Jacobs  Well,  Wood- 
ham  Walter. 

Springs  at  Asheldam. 

The  supplies  from  these  two  works  are  chlorinated. 

Work  commenced  in  September,  1953  on  the  Woodham 
Walter  water  scheme  and  this  was  completed  and  officially 
opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Waterworks  Committee  on  the 
31st  July,  1954. 
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THURSTABLE  HUNDRED  WATER  SCHEME 

The  Ministry  gave  approval  to  the  first  part  of  this  scheme 
as  far  as  Grove  Farm  and  the  work  was  put  in  hand  in  October, 
1954. 

During  the  year  an  emergency  connection  was  made  to  the 
Chelmsford  Rural  District  Council’s  main  between  the  Parishes 
of  Little  Baddow  and  Wood  ham  Walter. 

Under  the  Southend  Waterworks  Act  and  the  South  Essex 
Waterworks  Act,  the  District  Council  has  certain  legal  rights  to 
be  supplied  by  these  companies  with  a  bulk  supply  of  water.

These  results  are  indicative  of  a  water  which  is  pure  and 
wholesome  in  character,  and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes 
apart  from  the  disadvantage  of  its  acid  reaction  from  the  point 
of  view  of  corrosion. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Rivers  Blackwater  and  Chelmer  flow  through  the  district. 
Neither  of  these  rivers  receives  polluting  matter  to  any  extent 
while  flowing  through  the  Maldon  Rural  District.  The  Chelms¬ 
ford  Corporation  Water  Act,  1923,  authorises  the  Corporation  of 
Chelmsford  to  abstract  water  from  the  River  Chelmer  near 
Sandford  Mill  in  the  Rural  District  of  Chelmsford— the  quantity 
not  to  exceed  1,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The  Southend  Water¬ 
works  Act,  1924,  authorises  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company 
to  abstract  water  from  the  River  Chelmer  near  Rushes  Lock  and 
from  the  River  Blackwater  at  Langford.  The  Hanningfield 
Water  Order  1950  authorises  the  South  Essex  and  Southend 
Waterworks  Companies  to  extract  water,  not  exceeding  43  million 
gallons  in  any  period  of  14  days,  from  the  Chelmer  and  Black¬ 
water  rivers.  The  Southend  Waterworks  Act  provides  that  the 
effluent  from  the  Chelmsford  Joint  Sewerage  Works  be  carried  by 
a  pipe  past  the  point  of  intake  at  Rushes  Lock  and  the  effluent 
from  the  Witham  Sewage  Works  beyond  the  point  of  intake  from 
the  River  Blackwater  at  Langford.  The  discharge  of  such  large 
volumes  of  sewage  effluent  into  the  rivers  after  a  good  deal  of  water 
has  been  extracted  may  cause  a  nuisance. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Southminster  and  Tollesbury. 

In  the  cases  of  Southminster  and  Tollesbury,  schemes  have 
been  prepared  for  re-sewering  and  disposal  works  and  it  is  hoped 
that  these  will  soon  be  approved.  The  existing  sewers  and  works 
are  obsolete. 

Tolleshunt  D’Arcy. 

The  existing  sewage  works  was  constructed  a  considerable 
number  of  years  ago  and  consists  of  land  irrigation  without  any 
settlement  tank  and  approval  has  been  given  to  the  construction 
of  a  small  settlement  tank  at  these  works.  This  should  give  a 
better  effluent  but  it  is  considered  that  some  improved  type  of 
filtration  is  also  necessary. 

Tillingham. 

These  works  again  are  obsolete  and  it  is  suggested  that  in 
the  near  future  consideration  should  be  given  to  a  new  disposal 
works  and  re-sewering  of  the  village. 

Goldhanger. 

During  the  year  the  laying  and  construction  of  disposal 
works  has  been  completed.  This,  at  the  moment,  is  to  deal  only 
with  the  council  houses  but  instructions  have  been  given  to 
prepare  a  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  works  and  sewering  of 
the  whole  of  the  village. 

Pnrleigh. 

The  laying  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  to  deal  with 
the  council  houses  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  works 
have  been  so  sited  that  they  could,  with  extensions,  deal  with 
the  main  part  of  Purleigh  village.
